The  school  paper  offers  an  opportunity  for  high  school  stu- 
dents to  practice  the  fundamentals  of  journalism.  Members  of  the 
staff  have  learned  not  only  to  write  the  news,  but  to  publish  it  as 
well.  The  commerce  department,  headed  by  Miss  Haines,  was  of 
tremendous  help  in  instituting  a  system  of  cooperative  production. 
During  the  first  semester,  the  department  took  over  the  typing  and 
mimeographing  almost  completely.  Later,  however,  it  helped  to 
shift  this  work  to  the  staff  itself. 


This  has  been  the  tenth  year  in  the  history  of  the  Beacon's 
publication.  Under  the  helpful  guidance  of  Miss  Burns,  faculty 
advisor,  the  staff  had  striven  to  live  up  to  the  precedent  set  in 
former  years.  Circulation  has  been  up,  issues  have  been  larger,  and 
the  paper's  proceeds  have  been  greater  than  ever  before.  Several 
special  issues  were  published  including  the  last  one,  a  printed  edi- 
tion containing  the  Senior  Prophecy,  Class  Will,  and  news  of  the 
senior  trip.

FOOTBALL 


The  outstanding  event  of  1943  was,  without  doubt,  the  winning  of  the  coveted 
Grand  Valley  Football  Championship.  The  1943  squad  will  go  down  in  this  school's 
history  as  being  the  first  team  to  win  a  Grand  Valley  Conference  title. 

The  fact  that  this  was  our  first  year  of  league  competition,  and  that  this  was 
Coach  Denton  Norlin's  first  year  of  coaching,  add  all  the  more  glory  to  the  illus- 
trious record  of  seven  victories,  one  tie,  and  one  defeat. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  convincing  defeat  of  the  favored  East  Grand 
Rapids  eleven.  An  equally  thrilling  game  was  the  defeat  of  Grandville  in  the  annual 
classic. 

At  the  close  of  the  season  Captain  Clair  De  Mull  and  John  Peppier  were  elected 
to  the  all-conference  team. 


BASKETBALL 


Under  the  guidance  of  their  new  coach,  Mr.  Burt,  the  Vikings  had  one  of  the 
most  successful  seasons  in  the  history  of  the  school.  They  won  fourteen  out  of  seven- 
teen games,  defeating  Holland  Christian  for  the  first    time  in  our  basketball  history. 

This  was  the  first  year  that  the  Viking  five  played  in  the  Grand  Valley  con- 
ference and  throughout  the  season  they  were  a  constant  threat  to  the  older  members. 
But  East  Grand  Rapids  twice  defeated  the  Vikings  in  the  conference,  leaving  second 
place  honors  to  Wyoming.  These  two  defeats  were  the  only  two  suffered  during 
the  entire  season  of  fourteen  games. 

In  the  tournaments,  the  Vikings  defeated  Grandville  and  Comstock  Park,  only 
to  be  defeated  in  the  final  tournament  by  Lee  High  School,  whom  the  Vikings  had 
defeated  twice  in  the  regular  season. 

Team  captain  Lee  Crull,  Duane  Formsnia,  and  Clair  De  Mull  were  honored  by 
receiving  berths  on  the  "all  conference"  team.
